ANNUAL  REPORT  1973 


1973  the  final  complete  year  in  the  life  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Southport  will  be  the  last  for  which  an  Annual  Report  is  published  by  the 
town’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Principal  School  ^''^dical  Officer. 

Because  of  the  present  very  adverse  financial  situation  affecting  both  the 
successor  Local  Authority  and  the  Reorganised  National  Health  Service,  the 
report  is  little  more  than  a  duplicated  table  of  statistical  information. 

It  would  have  been  a  veiy  satisfactory  conclusion  to  the  long  established 
Local  Authority  Public  Health  Service  to  have  produced  a  well  printed  and 
bound  Annual  Report  on  the  lines  of  those  of  previous  years,  but  even  the 
relatively  limited  number  of  copies  which  have  been  circulated  in  the  past 
are  a  very  expensive  item  and  must  be  regarded  as  a  luxury  for  which 
resources  are  not  available.  We  are  approaching  the  end  of  an  era  in 
which  the  provision  of  a  number  of  health  services  for  the  community  has 
been  very  competently  handled  by  local  health  authorities  and  which  appears 
to  have  been  very  satisfactoiy  to  the  public  as  a  whole.  Progress  has, 
however,  demanded  that  the  separate  parts  of  the  total  health  service 
should  be  brought  together  on  the  basis  that  their  management  can  be  more 
effectively  achieved  with  greater  economy  than  was  possible  with  the 
tripartite  structure. 

The  future  pattern  of  health  service  management  has  become  far  clearer 
to  us  all  as  the  year  has  progressed.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  with  the 
massive  changes  resulting  from  reorganisation  both  of  local  government  and 
of  the  national  health  service,  there  will  eventually  appear  a  clearly 
defined  benefit  for  the  consumer  in  terms  of  quality  and  quantity  of  services 
provided  and  of  the  accessibility  of  these  to  the  public.  One  of  the 
problems  arising  from  the  prospective  reorganisation  has  been  in  connection 
with  the  need  to  keep  members  of  the  health  department  staff  fully  informed 
of  developments  in  and  the  progress  of  reorganisation  planning.  A  lesson 
soon  learned  was  that  staff  morale  is  very  susceptible  to  the  prospect  of 
change  and  feelings  of  anxiety  soon  make . themselves  manifest.  Possibly 
re-location  of  the  place  of  work  is  one  of  the  major  factors  which  leads 
to  apprehension  and  anxiety  amongst  members  of  staff.  It  has  not  been 
easy  to  keep  developments  circulated  and  often  there  has  been  too  little 
information  available.  Comments  such  as  these  have,  I  am  sure,  been 
forthcomirg  from  health  departments  (and  of  course  from  hospital  and 
executive  council  headquarters)  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
land.  The  full  range  of  health  services  of  the  customaiy  high  quality 
v/as  maintained  by  the  health  department  throughout  the  year.  This 
despite  increasing  work  loads  imposed  upon  the  nursing  service  and  heavy 
demands  upon  the  medical  staff.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  these  services 
will  continue  to  be  provided  without  break  in  continuity  or  diminution 
after  the  Health  Services  Act  becomes  operative  on  the  1st  April  1974* 

This  I  consider  to  be  of  vital  importance  to  the  local  community. 

Like  many  of  my  colleagues  whose  jobs  w’-ere  due  to  disappear  on  the 
"appointed  day"  I  was  away  from  Southport  on  residential  reorganisation 
courses  for  periods  of  three  and  four  v/eeks  earlier  in  the  year.  We  were 
fortunate  in  that  Ur.  Gordon  Fletcher  joined  the  staff  of  the  health 
department  as  Ueputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Ueputy  Principal  School 
Medical  Officer  in  February.  He  quickly  established  himself  in  the 
deputising  role.  The  pattern  of  heavy  involvement  in  Working  Parties  and 
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Committees  concerned  with  reorganisation,  which  had  become  established  the 
previous  year,  was  imdiminished  in  1973  and  inieed  increased  considerably 
tovmvd-S  the  end  of  the  year. 

Southport’s  first  Health  Centre  became  operational  on  the  8th  January. 
The  doctors  moved  their  practices  in  during  the  week-end  without  any 
apparent  discomfort  and  since  then  the  general  impression  has  been  that 
patients  v/ho  have  used  the  health  centre  are  well  satisfied  with  its 
facilities.  The  local  child  health  clinic  which  was  formerly  situated  in 
a  church  hall  now  operates  in  modem  comfortable  accommodation  and  here 
again  I  feel  members  cf  the  public  utilising  this  and  other  local  authority 
services  are  well  content  as  indeed  are  our  ccramunity  health  staff  who 
provide  the  various  clinic  services.  The  official  opening  ceremony  took 
place  in  March,  the  Health  Committee’s  choice  of  opener  being 
Hr.  Koiman  Wishart,  formerly  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  Southport  for 
many  years. 

Vital  statistics  for  Southport  in  1973  recently  published  reveal 
the  lowest  ever  infant  mortality  rate  recorded  for  the  town.  The  figure 
was  10  deaths  in  infants  under  1  year  per  thousand  live  births  compared 
v/ith  the  figure  for  England  and  ^^ales  of  17  per  thousand.  This  is  good 
news  indeed  and  can  be  interpreted  as  a  measure  of  the  quality  of  care  an 
expectant  mother  receives  in  the  ante-natal  phase,  the  excellence  of  care 
during  her  confinement  and  that  enjoyed  by  the  newborn  infant  during  the 
early  months  of  its  life.  Environmental  factors  also  play  a  considerable 
part  in  the  preservation  of  life  during  the  first  few  months.  Again 
three  of  the  major  causes  of  death  during  the  year  have  been  cerebro¬ 
vascular  disease,  coronary  heart  disease  and  lung  cancer.  Following  the 
national  pattern  once  again  I  feel  obliged  to  draw  attention  to  the  causal 
relationship  between  cigarette  smold.ng  and  lung  cancer  and  the  well 
recognised  adverse  effect  on  the  heart  and  circulation  from  cigarette 
smoking.  luaformation  about  these  preventable  causes  of  death  should  be 
given  absolute  priority  in  all  health  education  programmes. 

Population  figures  now  available  from  the  Registrar  General’s 
1971  Census  indicate  that  there  is  little  change  in  the  structure  of 
Southport’s  elderly  population,  though  a  precise  comparison  with  the 
previous  Census  figures  (those  of  I96I  which  provided  a  total  breakdown 
into  five  year  age  groups)  cannot  be  made  because  the  new  figures  include 
the  population  of  Formby.  The  comment  remains  valid  that  many  of  the 
town’s  elderly  citizens  are  in  the  very  high  age  groups,  most  of  them 
female.  Many  of  them  are  living  alone  and  without  support.  There  is  a 
continuing  problem  of  accommodation,  nursing  and  general  support  services 
when  disability  supervenes. 

It  has  been  customary  for  Medical  Officers  cf  Health  to  express  their 
appreciation  cf  all  the  help  given  to  them  by  members  of  Council,  fellow 
Chief  Officers  and  all  Health  Hepartment  colleagues.  On  this  final 
occasion  I  should  like  to  acknov/ledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Health  Committee, 
to  fellow  Heads  of  Hepartments  and  all  Health  Hepartment  staff  for  their 
interest,  help  and  support  during  what  has  been  a  most  trying  year.  In 
conclusion  I  should  like  to  place  on  record  my  opinion  that  the  quality  of 
community  health  services  provided  by  the  Southport  local  health  authority 
over  the  years  has  always  been  cf  a  veiy  high  standard  indeed.

Ten  premises  are  registered  under  this  Act  for  the  use  of 
rag  flock  and  other  filling  materials  in  the  upholstering  of 
articles  of  furniture.  There  are  now  no  premises  in  the  Borough 
in  which  such  materials  are  manufactured,  or  stored  in  bulk. 

Three  samples  of  the  materials  in  use  were  ta,ken  and  submitted 
for  analysis,  and  all  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

CLSiLR  AIR 

There  were  55  complaints  regcirding  nuisances  from  smoke. 

All  were  investigated  and  recommendations  made.  No  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted. 

'Rent  Acts  -  There  were  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair. 

Overcrowding  -  The  number  of  complaints  regarding  alleged  overcrowding 
received ’ during  the  year  was  ^6.  In  the  instances  where  overcrowding 
was  found  to  occur  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Housing  Department 
requesting  that  assistance  be  granted. 

Demolition  and  Closing  Orders  -  The  task  of  dealing  with  the  houses 
in  the  Borough  which  appear  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation  continued 
and  during  1973  15  houses  were  represented  to  the  Health  Committee. 

The  formal  procedure  prescribed  by  the  Housing  Acts,  was  commenced 
in  respect  of  12  houses. 

Improvements  -  Thirteen  representations  under  Section  19 »  Housing 
Act,  1964 »  were  received  from  the  tenants  of  individual  houses, 

(not  being  houses  in  Improvement  Areas),  requiring  the  Local 
Authority  exercise  their  powers  to  secure  the  improvement  of  the 
houses  by  the  provision  of  the  five  standard  amenities. 

To  this  end,  twelve  Preliminary  Notices  and  3  Immediate 
Improvement  Notices  were  served.  Landlords '  Undertakings  were 
accepted  in  6  cases.  .  /lo

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Inspections  by  School  Nurses  -  This  year  the  number  of  children  examined  by  the 
school  nurses  was  13^270  and  of  these  9  were  referred  for  further  examination, 
together  with  474  from  last  year's  medical  inspection. 

CLINICS 

Nurses  Treatment  Clinic  -  During  the  year  3^889  attendances  were  made  by  children 
at  2  Church  Street  Clinic . 

Minor  Ailments  Clinic  -  The  number  of  children  seen  at  thus  clinic  during  the 
year  was  1,084  a-^d  these  children  made  1,795  attendances.  24  cases  were  referred  to 
the  Southport  Infiimary  for  further  investigation  and  3  to  the  Promenade  Hospital  . 

77  children  were  referred  to  the  Casualty  Department  at  the  Southport  Infirmary 
by  the  school  medical  officers  and  the  clinic  nurses. 

During  the  year  34  alarms  were  supplied  to  enuretic  school  children.  The 
majority  of  these  children  were  cured  or  showed  great  improvement  after  ■  using  this 
apparatus . 

Eye  Clinic  -  During  the  year  422  attendances  were  made  at  this  clinic.  '185  new 
cases  were  examined  and  143  children  attended  for  observation  of  progress  from 
previous  years.  139  children  had  spectacles  prescribed  for  them  and  45  children 
were  referred  to  the  Southport  Infiimary  for  operative  and  orthoptic  treatment. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  -  In  1973 ^  265  attendances  were  made  at  this  clinic. 
222  new  cases  were  examined  and  43  children  attended  for  observation  of  progress  from 
previous  years.  l6l  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Promenade  Hospital  for  the  removal  of 
tonsils  and/or  adenoids  and  62  for  other  foims  of  treatment. 

Audiometric  Sweep  Testing  of  5-year  olds  -  1,345  children  were  tested  in  school, 

47  were  referred  to  a  school  medical  officer  for  further  testing;  11  children  were 
kept  under  observation  and  25  were  found  to  require  treatment. 

Chiropody  Clinic  -  During  the  year  1,018  attendances  were  made  and  25I  new  cases 
were  examined.  At  the  end  of  the  year  27  children  were  attending  for  treatment. 

Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  -  During  the  year  27  school  children  were  treated  at 
2  Church  Street  and  made  595  attendances 5  23  children  were  treated  at  Lincoln  House 
and  made  3O6  attendances;  I6  children  were  treated  at  Ainsdale  and  made  355 
attendances  and  3  children  were  treated  at  Churchtown  and  made  44  attendances. 

Orthopaedic  and  Remedial  Exercises  Clinic  --  During  the  year  122  children  made 
1,842  attendances  at  2  Church  Street,  49  children  made  758  attendances  at  Lincoln 
House,  58  children  made  583  attendances  at  Ainsdale  and  64  children  made  548 
attendances  at  Churchtown. 

In  addition  physiotherapy  sessions  were  held  once  a  week  at  Hawkshead  Hospital 
Special  School  and  347  individual  attendances  were  made  during  the  year.  During 
the  year  3  cases  were  referred  to  the  Promenade  Hospital  for  consultant  opinion. 

The  physiotherapist  also  visited  the  School  for  the  Partially  Hearing  once  a  week, 
giving  treatment  to  10  children  attending  the  School.

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PRINCIPAL  SCHOOL  DENTAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT  1973 

This  year  we  were  without  a  dental  surgeon  at  the  Lincoln  Road  Clinic 
for  a  short  period*  Mr.  Kidney ^  the  Senior  Dental  Officer^  resigned  as  froni 
the  end  of  August.  We  were  fortunate,  hov/ever,  in  being  able  to  appoint 
Mrs.  Roberts  to  succeed  him  with  effect  from  the  beginning  of  October. 

All  maintained  schools  in  the  Borough  were  inspected  during  the  year^and 
in  addition,  eight  schools  were  re-inspected  which  means  that  we  are  continuing 
to  visit  the  schools  more  frequently  than  once  a  year.  An  effort  has  been  made 
to  talk  to  indix^idual  children  on  oral  hygiene  where  it  could  be  seen  to  be 
necessaiy  at  the  time  of  the  school  inspection  and  talks  have  been  given  on  two 
occasions  to  groups  of  children. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  the  number  of  pupils  found  to  require 
treatment  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  at  34°9^'s  a  position  brought  about  I  am 
sure  by  pupils  seeking  regular  attention.  Compared  with  1972 j  the  number  of 
attendances  is  down  slightly  as  also  are  the  number  of  fillings  and  this  is 
possibly  a  result  of  two  months  without  a  dental  officer  at  Lincoln  Road  and 
thus  a  lack  of  continuity  in  treatment,  along  with  a  greater  amount  of  time 
spent  on  other  duties  by  myself  .  The  number  of  extractions,  though,  is  also 
down  and  that  is  in  the  right  direction. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of  general  anaesthetics  administered  by 
a  Dental  Officer  is  lower  this  year;  this  is  because  more  general  anaesthetics 
are  now  given  by  Dr.  Bushby,  the  consultant  anaesthetist  -  in  many  cases  she  uses 
the  intravenous  technique  which  I  believe  is  much  appreciated  by  many  who  ask  for 
it . 


Early  in  the  year  a  national  study  of  the  dental  health  of  school  children 
in  England  and  Wales  was  commissioned.  This  involved  the  dental  examination  of 
a  random  sample  of  children  aged  5-15  years  folloived  by  an  interview,  at  a 
later  date,  with  the  mother  of  some  of  the  children.  Southport  was  one  of  the 
areas  asked  to  take  part  and  this  necessitated  the  release  of  a  dental  officer 
for  two  consecutive  weeks.  Training  and  calibration  occupied  the  first  week 
and  this  took  place  at  the  Dental  School  in  Biimingham  and  in  schools  in  the 
Birmingham  area.  The  dental  examination  of  the  children  involved  in  the  survey 
was  then  undertaken  the  following  week.  The  results  of  the  survey  have  not  yet 
been  published  but  it  is  understood  that  they  are  to  be  on  a  regional  basis  which 
will  allow  comparisons  to  be  made  between  various  parts  of  the  country. 

In  May  I  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  attend  a  one  week’s  course  in  Dental 
Administration  held  at  the  King’s  Fund  College  in  London  and  also  later  in  the 
year  a  four  day  multi-disciplinary  course  on  Reorganisation  of  the  Health  Service 
anri  its  ma-nagproont  held  at  the  William  Rathbone  Staff  College  in  Liverpool. 

Time  has  also  been  spent  during  the  year  attending  various  meetings  in  connection 
with  Reorganisation. 

During  the  last  two  years  some  reorganisation  of  the  two  dental  surgeries 
at  Church  Street  has  taken  place,  involving  the  installation  of  larger  modem 
windov/s  and  work-top  units  and  this  has  made  then  better  surgeries  in  which  to 
work  and  has  also  improved  their  appearance  both  frcm  the  patients’  and  parents’ 
point  of  view.  A  new  D.M.Co.  Unit,  chair  and  light  have  been  installed  at  the 
Lincoln  Road  Clinic  thus  enabling  the  dentist  there  to  practise  low-seated 
dentistry. 

This  is  the  last  time  that  an  annual  report  will  be  written  by  a  Principal 
School  Dental  Officer  for  Southport,  as  from  1st  April  1974  Southport  will  be 
combined  with  Formby.to  form  a  District  of  the  Sefton  Area  Health  Authority.  The 
responsibility  for  the  school  dental  service  will  then  pass  to  the  Area  Dental 
Officer.  Some  changes  aie  inevitable  -  Southport  has  for  many  years  been  in  a 
favourable  position  with  regard  to  staff,  in  being  able  to  offer  treatment  to 
everyone  who  requested  it  -  my  hope  is  that  this  will  continue  and  in  conclusion 
my  thanks  must  be  given  to  all  the  staff  who  have  been  involved.
